THE DEATH OF GLACIERS.

They Comr to an Abrapt End by Mslting
Fuster Than ths Flow,
Ealnbargh Review.] .

Glaciers plunge into the sea in many ecold
countries, and perisi by drowning, their dis-
membered remaivs floating away as berga
But their end is by dissolution whera the
annual menn tempersture rises consider-
ably above the freesing poist. At some
certain level they melt faster than they ean
flow, and so terminate,

The level, indeed, is a fluctosting one.
Teelandic glaciers are now steadily advane-
ing; Swiss glaciers, according to M. Forel,
have undergone during the present eentury
five alternating periods of diminution snd
growch.  The meteorological ¢ oces-
sioning, and emphasi by these oscills-
tions are very slight. %hmr character,
however, is unmistakable, and such as
might have been anticipated. That is to
say, glacial decrefi=e accompanies a warm
and dry cycle; glacial jnerease, one that is
damp and cold.

Without one additional degree of eold, it
is conceivable that a persistently augmented
deposit ot snow upon the Gernstenhorner
snd the Behneestock, although otherwise
searcely perceptible, might enable the
Rhone glacier to overwhelm Briez. But
this wounld be an exceedingly small step
toward the restoration of a foriner state
of things, when an ice stream close n
250 miles in length, starting from the same
source, crossed the ifrogen or non-existent
Lake of Geneva, and debouched by Culox
upon Lyons.  Without severe cold as weil
8s heavy precipitation, ice could not pogsi-
bly bave gained so great an sscendancy.
And this was no local phenomenon; it was
simultaneously prevalent over widely sepa-
rated traocts of the earth’s surface.

The Women of 0ld Spent Most Thelr T:me
in Dressing the Halr

The Ancient Romans were most simple in
their attire, and so continued for a long
period; but after a time tsshion came to
reign supreme among them, just as it does
with us to-day.

In the early Roman days the women, fol-
lowing Eastern traditions, were seldom seen
abroad, and, when they did go out, wore
their faces veiled; but, as richness and
luxury increased, the household labors were

McDonald Dropped 500 Barrels in Prodmec-
tion Yesterdsy. *

WELLS WHICH ARE DUE THIS WEEK

Drillers from Pennsylvanis are contin-
ually going out to other regions to drill
wells for oil and to develop new territory.

Yesterday a well-known driller returned
from the State of Washington, where he
has been puttiog down a well, Heis F. T.
Clarke, of Lawrenceville, and the man who
drilled on the tour opposite to him was
William H. Gsiley. They went to Wash-
ington Inst January under contract with the
Everett Development Company.. Their tool
dressers were a couple of ranchers, or
“hobos™ as they are ealled in that country.

Clarke & Gailey have just completed a
well in Everett, Snohornish county,
Washington. It iz abour eight miles east
of Puget Sound, and 30 miles north ef
Seatile. They went down about 900 feet,
buat in spite of the tact that there are many
oil seepings in the locality, no oil-bearing
rock was found. ;

The first 90 fest they got nothing but
hard pan. Then they struck a stratum of
mud, which was followed by quicksand,
and then mud and quicksand alternated
until they abandoned the well.

At 800 feet they took out severdl large
chunks of wood and bark, and s quantity of
charcoal, which has been hidden in the
bosom of the earth for centuries.

The Everett Development Company had
5,000 acres of land in the vicinity ot this
well. It has 4,000 acres 12 miles north of
Eserett and just that moch nearer the
mountains. It expects to drill a well on
this land early next fall, and test the terri-
tory as far as possible. re are plenty of
indications of oil in the locality, but so far.
no psying wells have been ;trnnz.
